But in Miclature you may read the Whole ; 
Ex Pede Herculem. Ireland entirely wafted 
for three Years ; the Frontiers of Germany 
ravag'd by the French, the Heart of it by 
various Armies; Franconia aad Suabie by 
the French, firft under Villers, next uadeg 
Tallard, Bavaria burnt and laid wafte, firft 
by the Confederate Army, then by theig 
cruel GermanTa{k-mafters: Again, Hungaria 
has beer. vitited with Blood now almoft 
26 Years, from the Siege of Viennain 1683, 
to this Day, firft by the viétorious Turks, 
then by the turious Germens—To day by 
the Cruelty of the Emperor, to morrow by 
the Ravages of Count Yckely; fince thats 
by the barbarous Ufe of Conqueft, enraging 
the Subje&s, and obliging them to take 
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poor People has been rather a Butchery 
than a War—where, io their mutual Ex- 
curfions, the whole Villages have been 
deftroy’d, and the People caft into the 
Flames of their own .Houfes for feveral 
Miles together—Tr anfilvania has alfohad a 
Portion of this bloody Draught 


Again, Saxony has been ravag’d by the 


Swedes, Livonis by the Mufcovite, and 
Courland by the Poles as for Poland, it has 
been a Scene of Blood and Mifery for eight 
Years paft, and how long it may continue 
fo, GOD only knows. 

We come now down to France, Spain, 
Holland, and Britains Spain indeed has felt 
the Sword in her own Bowels, has been 
pierc’d thro’ by Foreign Armies ; Blood has 
been her Lot.on every fide——and fhe feems 
fli to lie open tothe inevitable Deftruéti- 
on of War, before her prefent Poffeffor be 
dethron’d; a Thing al! Europe feem under 
an abfolute Neceffity to fee done. 

France, Holland, and Britain feem to be 
the only Nations, who, the’ they have loft 
the Blood, have yet efcap’d the Ravages of 
Armies, and the Terrors’of being the Seat 
of the War—haviog a&ed like Gladiators on 
a Stage, carry’d the War from home, and 
fought it upon the Frontiers of their 
Neighbours——— But the Blood {pent by 
them all is incredible ; France cannot have 
Joft fo few asa Million of Souls in this War, 
facrifiz’d to the Ambition of a Tyrannical 
Prince, who has ruin’d his own Country to 
make himfelf dreadful to the World, and. 
let out the Life-Blood of his People, to 
enable him to be the Incendiary of Min- 
kind.

What will you fay, that when the | 
King William brought home at the Er 
the firft War was disbanded, it was n 
appear to the King, that above §70 
Men had been lifted in his Service fince 
Beginning of that War in the three King- 
doms—In the Article of Blood, never talk 


of the War having been kept abroad; if 
we have not bled at home, we have bled 


abroade———-Our Country has furnifh’d the 


Men, whofe Bones lie now bury’d all over 


the World in thefe laft twenty Years Broils. 

Thus no Part has been free, but the 
North, Pruffia, Denmark, Brunfwick, the 
Circle of the Lower Szxony ;thefe have been 
the Neuters of this War—But fay not they 
are free—for their Hour is at hand——— 
And if GOD in his Mercy to the reft of 
Europe does not prevent it, the fierceft'and 
moft outragious War, that ever that Part 
of the World knew, is juft now going to 
break out, and which will immediately 
fpread it felf over all that Part which feem’d 
to have been fpar’d before. This is bes 
tween the Dane, the Pruffian, the Pole or 
Saxon, the Mufcovite on one hand ——. 
The Swede, and the Duke of Holftein on 
the other If this prove a War, it 
will be very bloody without doubt: The 
Swede’s, who fome People think are cruth’d, 
will appear not fo low as they imagine; They 
are a brave, a warlike, a powerful, and if 
made defperate, a terrible Nation. There 
are four Powers {aid to be leagu’d againft 
them——and you will find them all little 
eneugh 5 nay, perhaps the Swede may deal 
withthem all, efpecially if he thould but 
give one of them a Blow—and there will 
appear.a great Deal of Difference between 
the Swedes invading another, and defend- 
ing his own. 

And here by the way, I cannot but note, 
that the Confederates are concern’d in Jn- 
tereft, even in the higheft manner, to pree 
vent this War in the North, on two Ac- 
counts 5 I. As the crufhing the Swede, 
however it may feem pleafant to fome, 
may be fatal to the Proteftant Intereft in 
Europe a great many ways—And the Bal- 
lance of the North is as abfolutely neceflary 
to be preferv’d, as the Ballance of the 

South— 
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Sontha— 2. As the breaking out of | the 
War on that fide, if it be purfa’d heartily, 
will certainly caufe feverak Princes to recall 
their Troops from the Affiitance of the 
Confederates—let the Succefs go which 
way it will: For Example, if the Swede 
fhould be crufh’d and run down, the Avi- 
freiners, the Troops of Wolfembortle, and 
of Lunenburgh, and perhaps of Hannover, 
will be in Danger of being wanted, fince 
the Houfe of Lunenburgb are oblig’d by the 
Treaty of Plafendal, and the-Treaty of 
Munfrer, to prote& the Dutchy of Hol- 
fiein and the City of Afumlurgh againft the 
Dane. 

-Agait, if the King of Sweden fhoutd be 
viGorious, if the Dane, or the Pruffian, or 
the Pole fhould be prefs’d or puth’d ‘by 


the Swede—The Séxon Troops in Flan- 


ders, the Pruffians in Italy, and the Danes 
alfo, muft go home of Conrfe. 

‘But this by the way—— [ am purfuing 
the Enquiry after Blood; Let any Man, that 
knows the Fury of thefe Northern People, 
how:they ‘fight, -how--their- former Ways 
have been carry’d.on, howthey are now.ex- 
afperated againft one another, and let them 
imagine, whether their Meeting is not 
likely to be very bloody-! 

FAMINE is our next Enquiry. ¥ have 
given you a fad Account, tho’a fhort one, 
of the Progrefs of this terrible Vificer in 
-Scotland~—— Indeed the difmal Account is 
fuch, and refie&ts fo much upon England, 
who gave their Horfes that Year more Corn 
than would have fav’d all Scotland from 
‘Mifery—and refus’d to let the Scors have it 
for their Money ; that I care not to enter 
into it—-Near 20000 People perifh’d b 
that Difafter—and the Mifery of the re 
is not to be exprefs’d 

Ireland, a rich and fruitful Soil, would 
hardly fuffer Famine forWaat of the Barth’s 
Produce; but it is not a Debate here, 
whether Famine by Sterility of Soil, or by 
Accidents ot War, was the Cafe ? 
Nor how Famiae came among them, but 
whether they were vifited with it or n0— 
And for this let the Siege of London-Derry 
teftifie, where the Mifery of the faithful 
Inhabitants of that little City can hardly 
be exprefs’d———. To this may be added 


the Diftreffes of the Inhabitants in fome 
Parts of Ireland, by the Plunderings of the 
Rapparees on one hand, King Fames’s Men 
on another, and our own People on the 
third ; in which Cafe, if we may believe 
Eye-Witneffes, Thoufands of poor People 
perifh’d of meer Want and Hunger. 

I need not go about to prove, that 
France has this laft Year faffer’d all Man- 
ner of Extremities of Hunger and Want. 
Indeed I am not forward to believe all thar 
our printed Accounts fay of thofe Things— 
nor need [ take Half of them into the 
Account ; for if One half fiall be allow’d to 
be true in France, that has’been reported, 
the Miferyand Famine in that Country has 
been extream 3 and no Part of Europe. has, 
in the Memory of eon, folkersd fo general 
a Diftrefs in that Kind: 


Portugal and Spain have for thefé three. 
Years paft been fupported’ from England: 


and France, or elf they had felt the Se= 
verity of a reakFamine ; and yet at beft we 
have ‘been told melancholly Stories. of the 
es of the Péople of Catalonia'and Anda- 
Ufite 
The Ravages-of the Swedes ad fo ruin’d 


Saxony, the general Ruin of Poland, and: 


the Mu/fcovite ruining ‘his own Frontiers to 
prevent the Swedes getting Subfiftence 
there, brought fuch Defolation upon thofe 


Parts, that even in the City of Warfam,. 


and in-feveral Parts of the Lefer Poland, 
the Poor perifh’d for Want of Bread> ——— 
As to Holland Lam loth to let 
all 1 know of the Want the Dutch now 
feel, be known—But fure, if we prohibit 
the exporting Corn to them at this time, 
when France will not, if it could ; Germany 
cannot, if it would fupply them; when 
Flanders wants Corn from them, and they 
dare not fead: to the Bulsick for Corn 3 3 
fay, if we with-hold Corn from them——. 
they muft fuffer a terrible Famine this very 
Winter—And even as it is, the Price Corn 
bears in Holland abd Zealand at this time, 
would be a Famine to any People in the 
the World but ro them—But that induftri- 
ous People are able to buy Corn when 


others cannot, and to live when. other: 


Nations would flarve..
